Hence 
Britain's impatience for an 
agreement on,a Free Trade 
Area this year. 


However, though It js virtual- 
ly impowible for FTA to come 
into , effect’ cimultaneously with 
the Common Market, the tariff 
wir now scems unlikely, Hope 
lies in the fact that no country 
in Western Europe wants it. 


Logical Step 


The Common Market was 
originally conceived as a logical 
step In post-war movement to- 
watds economic co-operation In 
Europe. Some countries could 
nat go all the way'and join the 
Common Markel. Britain for 
example has her Commonwealth 
responsibilities to consider. A 
Free Trade Area was proposed 
by Britain to Hnk the Common 
Market with those . countries 
that, for one reason or another, 
remained outside. 


If it sucveeds, the countrics of 
Western Europe, will in time 
abolish all import dulics on 
goods traded between them and 
fo the argument goes, enjoy the 
penefits of mass marketing 
specialisation and so forth. “But 
if it fails, al} the carefully built 
up structure of economic co- 
operation would have been 50 
much wasted effort. 


Problems abound, but the will 
lo solve them is there now that 
France has decided at lost to 
face up to the inevitable, The 
ether five Common Market 
countries have persuaded France 
to adapt a fess obstructive ut- 
litude and together they have 
now expressed their willingness 
to discuss a “standby” arrange- 
mont to soften the beginalng of a 
Common Market—probably by 
extending the ten per cent tariff 
cut scheduled by the Common 
Market Treaty for Januai 1 
next {o all members of O) ‘i 


Meanwhile, the Free Trade 
movement in Europe will be 
discussed at the Commonwealth 
Economie Conference in . Mont- 
real in October. One of the 
things the ministers will have 
to consider is the growing 
agitation in Europe for the. cx- 
tension of [mperlal Preference 
ta all FTA countrics.
